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GENERAL REMARKS. 


Under the head of general remarks we will try and give you an. 
outline of school work done in town, thus. doing away with indi- 
vidual reports. 

Our corps of teachers, which the past year have consisted of 
eight different ones, two of whom have been wales, have, we be- 
lieve, been faithful to their trust, working in every instance for 
the good of the pupils, although in some cases perfect satisfaction 
has not seemed to crown the teacher’s efforts, yet, we firmly be- 
lieve the experience and lessons taught will be looked back to 
as productive later of good results. A teacher who gives perfect 
satisfaction in some of our schools would not meet with success 
if placed in others. I find such diversity of opinions as to what 
constitutes a really good teacher and school. Some teachers are 
anxious to cover the greatest amount of study in the allotted time, 
thereby crowding too much—although ina great many cases the 
satisfaction of the parents is not guaranteed unless they pursue 
such a course—others insist on thoroughness and will allow the 
pupils to advance only as they prove themselves proficient in what 
they have passed through. The latter teacher has my support 
every time. We have some home talent in town who have proved 
very satisfactory teachers. The fault lies somewhat with the pupils. 
not seeming in a great many cases to understand nor realize what 
they are sent to school for. 

Herein the parents are at fault rather more than the scholars 
They (children) should be inspired with the thought that the 
school-time of life is the time to gain knowledge, to prepare them- 
selves for their career of the future, and consider it a blessing to 
live under the law that provides free education, free books &c., so 
that merely the exercising of brain-power is all that is required of 
the pupils. Some pupils carry the idea that they go to school 
merely because the law demands it, others to kill time, and still 
others to learn. We have quite a good number who came for the 
latter purpose, and are very glad to find it so. 
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We have the past year closed school in No. 16 and hired the con- 
veyance of the pupils to No. 5, thereby furnishing a better chance 
for them in attending a, larger and more interesting school, be- 
sides the benefit of coming tn contact with various ideas which one 
finds ie a larger school. 

It has been our pleasure the past year to make the acquaintance 
of a great many of the parents and citizens of the town, and to 
find that they feel favorably disposed towards us, aud in the ma- 
jority of cases their hearty support has been given us. For this 
we return thanks. We are also glad of criticisms, feeling that 
without it the spice of life is left out. Again thanking you for 


favors, we close this our second annual report.
